Moved  by  ideals,  stemming  from  roots  deep  in 
the  finest  traditions  of  our  forebears,  she  expresses 
in  her  life  a  fine  balance  of  tender  understanding 
of  the  needs  of  others  and  the  sheer  worth  of 
discipline  molded   to  some  good  end. 
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To  the  Class  of  1938: 

In  one  school  that  I  know  there  is  a  meaningful  custom.  Just  before 
graduation  the  faculty  and  members  of  the  graduating  class  elect  a 
fellow  who  is  known  for  life  as  the  Key  Man.  Thereafter,  that  man 
is  responsible  for  everything  concerning  his  class:  for  keeping  the  class 
in  touch  with  each  other,  for  sending  out  a  class  bulletin  once  a  year, 
for  knowing  the  history  of  every  man  in  his  class,  for  bringing  the 
loyal  influence  and  unity  of  the  entire  class  to  bear  upon  anything 
which  will  work  for  the  school's  upbuilding. 

If  the  election  is  a  wise  one,  if  the  fellows  from  whom  to  choose 
are  of  the  right  calibre,  it  goes  without  saying  what  are  the  qualifica- 
tions of  that  Key  Man.  He  has  to  be  one  upon  whom  everybody  can 
depend.  He  has  to  be  a  fellow  who  cares — cares  about  every  fellow  in 
his  class,  cares  about  the  existence  of,  and  the  development  of,  every 
good  thing  in  his  school.  Quaesivi  Bona  Tibi.  He  has  to  be  a  fellow 
who  all  through  later  life,  no  matter  how  his  other  responsibilities 
grow,  will  somehow  find  time  to  help  carry  the  responsibility  for  his 
school.  If  he  is  going  to  do  a  good  job  he  will  have  to  be  a  good  execu- 
tive, inspiring  others  to  work  with  him,  for  nobody  could  do  the  job 
alone.  He  will  have  to  be  the  kind  of  fellow  who,  as  everybody  knows, 
puts  a  job  through. 

And  he  will  have  to  have  something  in  addition,  something  we  don't 
quite  know  how  to  define — it  is  made  up  of  sentiment,  of  strong 
fealties,  of  an  unselfish  philosophy  of  life.  Whatever  this  is  in  a  man 
it  is  closely  akin  to  his  religion,  and  it  is  necessary  for  his  satisfaction 
and  happiness.  People  feel  it  about  him,  know  it  moves  him  to  give 
his  life  rather  than  save  it:  they  take  pleasure  in  adding  their  work 
to  his. 

Not  to  make  anybody  self-conscious,  but  to  present  a  challenge, 
would  it  be  a  good  thing  for  each  member  of  the  Sixth  as  he  leaves 
Choate,  to  ponder  how  much  consideration  he  would  get  from  an 
unprejudiced  electorate  for  this  position  of  the  Key  Man?  Benjamin 
Franklin,  in  analyzing  himself,  set  down  ten  or  a  dozen  qualities  that 
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he  thoughl  necessary,  and  periodically  marked  himsell  on  these  t*>  show 
whether  Ik  thoughl  he  had  improved.  It  in.uk-  .1  rathei  cumbersome 
check  up  (  ould  we  reduce  our  own  01  I  ranklin's  list,  of  ten  01  a  dozen 
necessary  qualities,  to  two?  I  wondei  il  any  electorate  could  fail  to 
consider  .1  man  who  had  preeminently  an  effective  work  habit  plus  a 
fine  loyalty. 

I  dunk  every  man  oi  the  Sixth  who  has  those  two  things  is  .1  Key 
Man.  A  touch  of  laziness,  a  bit  ol  cynicism,  some  hall  sophisticated 
smile  at  high  sentiment  or  st.iiul.inls  these  spoil  .1  man  tor  considera 
tion  for  the  post  weaken  Ins  work,  dissolve  Ins  loyalty's  motivating 
power:  there  in  the  inner  regions  ol  sell  they  set  up  an  alchemy  that's 
.ill  wrong.  I  lard  work  and  loyalty  make  a  character  formula  that's 
right.  I  hey  make  tor  simplicity  And  unity  ol  self.  When  those  qualities 
become  compelling  in  us.  we'd  almost  vote  for  ourselves. 

And  smee  nobody's  good  opinion  ol  us  is  worth  hall  as  much  as  our 
own  sell -respect.  I  submit  that  each  man  of  us  check  up  occasionally 
Ins  own  adequacy  for  Key  Man  of  the  Class  ol    1(,><S.  and  if  he  can't 

vote  for  himself  as  ol  the  stul]  out  of  which  Key  Men  are  made,  that 
Ik  go  to  work  to  change  himself  even  by  the  method  ol  the  publican 
who  stood  afar  off.

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REVIEW  OF  THE  1937-38  NEWS 

Every  News  Board,  in  its  infancy,  sets  for  itself  the  goal  of  putting 
out  a  better  paper.  It  can  be  fairly  said  of  the  1937-38  Board  that  its 
President,  Donald  McClure,  and  its  Managing  Editor,  Herndon  Robin- 
son, had  surprisingly  clear  ideas  of  the  changes  they  wished  to  make, 
and  that  they  have  worked  together  effectively  to  put  those  ideas  into 
effect. 

Unquestionably,  the  News  of  the  past  year  has  made  better,  more 
entertaining  reading.  Pictures  have  played  a  more  important  part  in  the 
make-up,  heads  and  sub-heads  have  been  used  to  better  advantage,  and 
there  has  been  a  conspicuous  absence  of  uninteresting  material.  In  the 
Winter  Festivities  issue  all  these  improvements  showed  at  their  best. 

During  a  period  when  school  papers  in  general  are  rampant  with  all 
sorts  of  "columns,"  good,  bad  and  indifferent,  the  News  has  remained 
decorously  conservative  with  one  column  editor  who  at  times  has  writ- 
ten with  rare  and  subtle  perception.  Yet,  any  fair-minded  critic  would 
say  that  here  is  a  field  where  the  harvest  is  rich  and  the  laborers  too  few. 

The  editorial  staff,  over  which  the  President  presides,  has  every  right 
to  be  proud  of  the  first  place  rating,  month  after  month,  which  the 
Princetonian  has  given  its  editorials.  Comparison  with  other  school 
newspapers  shows  that  the  News  runs  more  editorials  each  week,  on  a 
wider  variety  of  subjects.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  extra  emphasis  in 
this  department  justified  and  acknowledged. 

It  seems  a  fitting  climax  to  this  brief  history  to  announce  the  award 
of  the  Columbia  National  Press  Association.  This  award  is  the  more 
significant  since  it  is  based  on  a  careful  and  comparative  estimate  of  the 
merits,  and  demerits,  of  every  single  issue.  Standing  in  lonely  pre- 
eminence with  two  other  papers,  the  Choate  News  was  given  the  highest, 
or  Medalist,  rating  by  this  eminent  group  of  experienced  journalists, 
so  well  qualified  to  pronounce  judgment. 
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REVIEW   OF   THE    LITERARY    MAGAZINE 

Without  hesitation  I  should  say  that  this  year's  Lit  has  been  the 
best  in  many  years.  It  has  elicited  more  writing  from  the  student  body 
than  ever  before,  has  reached  more  readers  through  its  diversity  of 
material.  The  board  itself  has  had  a  greater  breadth  of  interest  than 
heretofore,  has  seen  possibilities  that  have,  heretofore,  frequently  been 
overlooked.  The  Supplement  under  the  direction  of  Madigan  and 
Watkins  continued   its   reputation   for   readability. 

Of  the  highly  intelligent  leadership  of  David  Fowler  I  cannot  say 
too  much.  He  is  an  ideal  editor;  critical,  sensitive,  sympathetic,  and 
endowed  with  rare  taste.  Howard  Young,  as  business  manager,  con- 
tributed nearly  as  much.  They  have  been  a  perfect  team,  and  have  made 
an  unusual  contribution  to  the  Lit. 

Among  the  contributors  the  following  should  be  mentioned  for 
outstanding  work:  Watkins,  Lerner,  Madigan,  Migliorini,  Fletcher, 
both  David  and  Alexander  Fowler,  and  Phyfe.  The  list  of  "comers" 
is  encouraging. 

Photographs  by  members  of  the  Camera  Club  have  contributed  im- 
measurably to  the  popular  interest  in  the  magazine.  North,  Davidson, 
B.  du  Pont,  and  both  Fowlers  contributed  pictures.  D.  Fowler's  selec- 
tion of  deft  titles  has  set  up  a  target  for  future  boards  to  aim  at. 

For  the  sake  of  the  record:  last  June  First  Prize  in  the  Atlantic 
Monthly  Short  Story  Contest  was  won  by  Attwood's  Parting  at  Dusk. 
Attwood  won,  in  addition,  two  Honorable  Mentions  for  Vive  la  France 
and  A  Literary  Retrospection.  Further  Honorable  Mentions  were  won 
by  Wallace  Hamilton  (Sunlight)  and  David  Fowler  (Offence  Verti- 
cal) .  Duncan  Phyfe  won  an  Honorable  Mention  in  the  Essay  Contest 
with  Our  Mutual  Friend:  An  End  and  a  Beginning.

THE  WORK  OF  ST.  ANDREW'S 

During  this  School  year  the  St.  Andrew's  Society  has  organized  its 
resources  so  that  they  may  contribute  to  worthwhile  charities  that  make 
a  strong  appeal  to  the  student  body.  In  the  fall,  representatives  were 
sent  to  the  Northficld  Conference;  and  at  Christmas  the  annual  drive 
for  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Tuberculosis  Seals  maintained  its  former 
standard  of  one  hundred  per  cent  success. 

In  addition  to  the  offering  at  Chapel,  the  finances  have  been  increased 
by  the  sale  of  unmarked  laundry. 

St.  Andrew's  sent  donations  to  the  Gaylord  Farm  Sanitorium.  the 
Seeing  Eye,  the  Hampton  Institute,  the  New  Haven  Orphanage,  the  New 
Haven  Boys'  Club,  and  the  Chinese  Red  Cross. 
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THE  SUMMER  CAMP 

The  St.  Andrew's  Summer  Camp  really  begins  when  Mr.  Hallett 
Lewis  starts  up  from  New  York  on  the  train  with  eighteen  boys  under 
his  wing.  As  soon  as  the  train  starts,  Mr.  Lewis  begins  his  race  to  see 
if  he  can  collect  all  the  boys'  spending  money  before  the  man  with  the 
candy  comes  through,  so  that  they  won't  waste  it.  On  the  following 
day  Camp  has  begun  in  full  force.  Although  the  boys  would  be  up  at 
dawn  to  explore  the  country  surrounding  Patmos,  it  was  very  seldom 
that  they  found  Mr.  Lewis  still  in  bed.  The  object  of  the  first  day  was 
to  get  the  boys  tired  enough  so  that  they  would  sleep  with  ease  that 
night. 

During  the  periods  between  meals  the  whole  camp  would  turn  out 
to  play  some  sort  of  game.  One  of  the  memorable  incidents  of  last 
summer  occurred  during  the  Councilors-Boys  baseball  game,  when  the 
boys  knocked  the  pitcher,  Burgy  Ayres,  out  of  the  box.  Although  the 
game  ended  with  a  score  of  24  to  23,  in  favor  of  the  boys,  it  was 
unanimously  decided  by  the  councilors  that  their  umpire,  Mr.  Freeman, 
had  not  been  unbiased  in  his  decisions.  Swimming  in  Black  Pond  also 
was  one  of  the  favorite  occupations.  Until  all  the  boys  had  been  in, 
the  councillors  were  never  sure  that  they  all  could  swim. 

After  dinner  came  the  ghost  stories  by  Mr.  Lewis.  These  morbid 
products  of  his  imagination  were  the  bane  of  the  boys'  existence.  Yet 
they  contained  some  of  the  gems  of  camp  life  which  never  will  be 
forgotten. 

The  good  which  the  camp  does  can  not  be  exaggerated.  The  healthy 
life  and  good  food  gives  these  boys  from  the  slums  of  New  York  and 
New  Haven  a  new  lease  on  life,  something  new  to  look  up  to.  And 
this  Camp  could  not  be  possible  if  it  weren't  for  the  generousness  of 
the  entire  student  body  in  the  Sunday  collections.

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REVIEW  OF  "THE  YEOMEN  OF  THE  GUARD" 

Six  times  the  Dramatic  Club  under  Mr.  Pratt  had  played  a  Gilbert 
and  Sullivan  opera;  six  times  the  performances  have  surpassed  all  our 
expectations  of  what  amateur  players  and  singers  could  do.  We  had 
been  trained  to  look  for  a  perfection  of  detail  in  staging,  costuming, 
gesture,  for  a  delicate  underlining  of  the  best  Gilbertian  quips,  for  a 
pitch  of  enthusiasm  in  chorus  and  principals  rivalling — in  modesty 
dare  I  say  more! — the  D'Oyly  Carte  Company  itself.  The  Yeomen  of 
the  Guard  was  all  this — and  more. 

Gilbert  and  Sullivan  were  not  the  sole  authors  of  The  Yeomen  as 
we  saw  it  played.  Mr.  Pratt  and  the  Dramatic  Club  were  creating  it 
with  them.  Here  on  the  Choate  stage  was  a  play  lighter  in  its  march 
of  action,  sharper  and  more  telling  in  its  humor,  and  more  poignant 
in  its  tragedy  than,  I  suspect,  had  ever  been  given  under  the  title  of 
The  Yeomen  of  the  Guard. 

The  indiviudals — ladies  first!  It  is  no  easy  thing  to  make  appealing 
a  girl  as  heartless  and  light-headed  as  Elsie  Maynard;  Jackson  carried 
off  well  what  seems  to  me  a  specially  difficult  part. 

Phoebe  was  a  captivating,  clever  little  wench  as  Nolan  played  the 
part.  She  is  the  one  loveable  character  in  the  story  and  Nolan  added 
charm  and  wit  to  boot.  The  men  conceded  nothing  to  the  ladies  in 
acting  and  rather  had  the  edge  in  singing.  Asserson  sang  the  bass  part 
of  Sergeant  Meryll  very  capably;  his  voice  was  strong  and  mellow  and 
he  succeeded  admirably  in  giving  the  impression  of  being  well  along  in 
his  fifties.  Fletcher  was  a  handsome,  courteous  lieutenant,  Bryan  made 
a  dashing,  high-spirited  Leonard  Meryll.  Jack  Davidson's  second  yeo- 
man song,  "In  the  Autumn  of  Our  Life,"  added  definitely  to  the  musical 
enjoyment  of  the  opera. 

Bob  Keasbey  was  a  great  Fairfax,  a  true  Elizabethan  adventurer. 
There  is  little  pompousness  or  conceited  braggadocio  in  his  nose- 
thumbing  at  death.  Eckardt  magnified  and  glorified  Shadbolt  into  a 
memorable  and  great  comic  part.  There  was  glorious  clowning  in  it 
all — and  more  than  clowning. 

Jack  Point,  unique  tragic  figure  in  the  Savoy  operas,  is  by  all  odds 
the  most  difficult  to  play.  The  part  demands  a  joyous  quality  plus  an 
undertone  of  tragedy  which  is  almost  Greek  in  its  gloomy  foreboding. 
Elebash  met  those  exacting  demands  beautifully.  Climax  of  the  part, 
climax  of  the  play,  comes  Jack  Point's  death,  heart-broken  at  the  loss 
of  Elsie.  It  is  difficult  to  die  at  the  end  of  a  Gilbertian  opera.  Your 
audience  has  been  trained  for  two  hours  to  laugh  at  burlesque.  One 
false  move  now  in  dying  and  they  will  mistake  you.  But  nobody  could 
mistake  this  Jack  Point  of  Elebash. 

I  have  seen  every  one  of  the  Savoy  operas  performed  at  least  twice  by 
professionals  and  never  come  home  disappointed.  For  sheer  delight  of 
the  operas  and  of  the  skill  with  which  they  are  done,  give  me  Mr.  Pratt 
and  the  Dramatic  Club  every  time!

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THE  DEBATE  COUNCIL 

In  the  Fifteenth  Triangular  Debate  of  Choate,  Hotchkiss,  and  Taft 
the  subject  under  discussion  was  "Resolved,  that  it  can  happen  here; 
that  is,  a  Dictatorship  can  arise  in  the  United  States  within  the  next 
Quarter  Century."  Because  of  the  timeliness  of  the  subject,  the  simul- 
taneous contests  proved  vitally  entertaining  to  the  student  bodies  of  the 
three  schools.  A  further  interest  in  the  debates  was  added  by  the  dona- 
tion of  the  Triangular  Debate  Cup  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Scranton,  an 
alumnus  of  the  Hotchkiss  School.  The  rules  of  the  previous  contests 
were  changed  with  the  debate  following  both  a  modified  Oxford  and 
a  modified  Oregon  system.  Three  presentation  speeches  are  permitted 
each  side,  but  each  speaker,  following  his  address,  is  cross-examined  by 
one  or  more  of  his  opponents.  As  in  previous  years,  each  debate  is 
judged  by  three  masters  from  the  school  not  represented  in  any  in- 
dividual debate.  The  decisions  of  the  judges  this  year  were  in  favor  of 
the  Choate  affirmative  in  the  Choate-Hotchkiss  debate  and  the  Choate 
negative  in  the  Choate-Taft  debate.  The  Choate  affirmative  team  con- 
sisted of  N.  Peter  Rathvon,  Jr.,  Gwynn  Herndon  Robinson,  Thomas 
Nelson  Coppedge,  Jr.,  and  Howard  J.  White,  Jr.,  alternate,  with  the 
Choate  negative  made  up  of  John  Lane  Collins,  Chandler  Robbins, 
Henry  DeLamater  Vezin,  and  Page  Morris  Anderson,  alternate. 

In  the  fall  debate  with  Yale,  Class  of  1941,  the  affirmative  of  each 
side  won  their  respective  contests  as  they  discussed  the  subject,  "Re- 
solved, that  this  House  has  confidence  in  the  President."  The  January 
debate  with  the  Cheshire  School  was  cancelled  at  the  last  moment  and 
an  intramural  debate  was  substituted.  In  this  contest,  the  negative  won 
as  they  debated  the  question,  "Resolved,  that  our  several  states  adopt 
a  unicameral  form  of  government."  At  this  debate,  the  members  of  the 
Westover  Debate  Council  were  the  guests  of  the  Headmaster  and  the 
Choate  Debate  Council.  Debating  the  question,  "Resolved  that  the 
United  States  Navy  be  increased,"  in  the  third  annual  Choate-Deerfield 
debate,  the  Choate  affirmative  and  negative  lost  their  respective  contests. 

As  President  of  the  Debate  Council,  Henry  Vezin  proved  an  effective 
leader.  As  a  debater  he  was  thorough  in  his  preparation,  forceful  in  his 
delivery,  and  keenly  analytical  in  questioning.

REVIEW  OF  THE  1937  FOOTBALL  SEASON 

Another  championship  football  team,  and  perhaps  the  greatest  in 
Choate  football  history!  Three  defeats  over  a  period  of  seven  years — 
again  we  say  it  with  crossed  fingers  and  bated  breath,  and  still  fearing 
that  as  a  School  we  may  become  a  bit  blase,  take  our  victories  for 
granted,  and  accept  our  success  as  a  matter  of  right  and  privilege.  As 
coaches,  we  fear  this  possibility  because  to  continue  a  winning  streak, 
to  prevent  carelessness  and  overconfidence  on  the  part  of  the  squad,  and 
to  educate  the  student  body  to  a  nice  acceptance  of  continued  victory 
become  a  major  problem.  That  this  has  been  accomplished  so  far  speaks 
most  favorably  for  the  healthy  attitude  of  the  School  toward  its  foot- 
ball and  its  football  heroes. 

The  pre-season  outlook  did  not  warrant  the  blaze  of  dazzling  vic- 
tories when  the  team  piled  up  104  points  to  none  for  its  opponents 
in  the  last  three  games,  with  only  a  single  score  of  one  touchdown  made 
against  it  all  season,  and  that  against  second  and  third  string  substitutes 
— via  a  screen  pass.  So  virtually  this  1937  football  team  was  unscored 
upon  as  well  as  untied,  making  the  greatest  defensive  record  ever  attained 
by  any  team  in  the  history  of  the  School,  and  failing  by  only  30  points 
to  equal  the  outstandingly  high  ofFensive  record  of  173  points  made 
by  that  great  1931  team. 

The  first  high  spot  of  the  season  was  the  renewal  of  the  Taft  game, 
in  which  Choate  controlled  possession  of  the  ball  for  75%  of  the 
playing  time  and  prevented  an  otherwise  undefeated  Taft  team  from 
entering  its  territory. 

The  other,  and  perhaps  the  climax,  since  the  hard-fighting  and  deter- 
mined Kent  team  was  not  so  strong  as  usual,  was  the  Lawrenceville 
game.  Lawrenceville  came  to  Wallingford  undefeated  for  its  last  game 
of  the  season,  determined  to  avenge  the  1936  defeat.  To  all  intents  and 
purposes  it  seemed  that  Lawrenceville  was  the  favorite,  and  the  first  five 
minutes  of  the  game,  in  which  Lawrenceville  twice  marched  deep  into 
Choate  territory,  seemed  to  indicate  that  she  should  be.  However, 
Franny  Lee's  run  of  96  yards  for  a  touchdown,  and  Charlie  Spreyer's 
40-yard  pass  to  Harold  Herrick,  who  ran  another  35  yards  for  a  second 
touchdown,  five  minutes  later,  clinched  the  Choate  edge  on  the  game 
and  gave  the  team  a  lift  that  seemed  to  make  it  impossible  for  it  to  err 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  afternoon.  Many  of  the  alumni  who 
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have  formed  the  habit  of  returning  for  the  Lawrenceville  and  Kent 
games,  commented  that  they  had  never  seen  such  a  perfect  exhibition 
of  football  anywhere.  It  was  one  of  those  days  when  nothing  could  go 
wrong.  Choate  was  not  potentially  33  points  better  than  Lawrenceville, 
but  after  the  first  two  scores  nothing  could  stop  the  precision  and 
daring  of  a  team  that  was  obviously  intent  on  "going  to  town"  in  no 
uncertain  fashion. 

Contrary  to  the  situation  which  exists  for  next  season  when  there 
are  few  returning  veterans,  this  season  had  a  crop  of  fellows  who  had 
played  together  for  one  year  and  who  formed  a  bond  of  sympathy, 
strong  enough  to  beat  any  of  its  opponents.  Nick  Gilbert,  Tom  Fuller, 
Franny  Lee,  Burgy  Ayres,  Ted  Wilken,  Jim  Nash,  Dick  Yates,  Hal 
Herrick,  Bill  Kacsche,  Frank  Kemp,  Jim  Torcom,  and  Captain  Charlie 
Spreyer  comprised  a  combination  that  equalled  in  offensive  and  de- 
fensive skill  any  team  that  has  ever  represented  Choate  on  the  football 
field,  and  we  fear  it  will  be  many  a  year  before  we  shall  sec  such  another 
team,  especially  one  with  its  "sense  of  mischief"  which  let  it  run  for 
touchdowns  from  behind  its  own  goal  line  and  threw  unorthodox 
forward  and  lateral  passes  in  its  own  territory  while  leading  in  the  score. 

Again  we  can  say,  championship.  Another  great  (if  not  the  greatest) 
team  which  takes  its  place  in  the  annals  of  Choate  football  history  with 
those  other  great  teams  of  1928,  1931,  1932,  1934,  and  1936  which 
made  our  gridiron  history  during  the  decade,  making  a  composite  record 
in  seven  consecutive  years  of  36  victories,  3  defeats,  and  3  ties.  May 
we  be  as  graceful  and  cheerful  in  defeat  as  we  trust  we  are  unassuming 
and  humble  in  victory!

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REVIEW  OF  THE  1938  HOCKEY  SEASON 

The  1937-38  hockey  season  was  quite  successful,  with  a  record  of 
six  victories,  one  tie  game,  and  two  losses.  Probably  the  most  outstand- 
ing game  of  the  season  was  the  1-0  victory  over  Kent,  Choate's  first 
victory  over  this  traditional  rival  since    1922. 

In  the  first  game  of  the  regular  season,  after  leading  Berkshire  3-1 
with  less  than  a  minute  and  a  half  to  play,  Choate  became  careless  and 
allowed  two  goals  in  quick  succession.  It  was  only  after  an  overtime 
period  that  Choate  won,  4-3. 

The  Hamden  High  and  Pomfret  games,  won  by  identical  scores, 
4-1,  showed  that  the  team  had  scoring  power. 

Against  Kent  everything  worked  nicely,  the  passing  was  good  and 
the  defense  broke  up  nearly  all  of  Kent's  scoring  plays. 

South  Kent,  right  after  mid-year  examinations,  gave  the  Blue  and 
Gold  a  real  battle,  although  Burgy  Ayres'  presence  in  the  line-up  would 
have  improved  our  play  immensely. 

The  Lawrenceville  game  was  a  thriller,  with  our  first  line  of  Ayres, 
W.  Remsen,  and  Comfort  turning  in  their  best  play  of  the  season. 
Lawrenceville  was  the  best  schoolboy  team  we  played,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Exeter. 

The  Yale  Freshmen  played  one  of  their  best  games  of  the  season 
against  Choate.  Their  superior  skating  and  general  strength  broke  up 
repeated  scoring  efforts  of  the  Choate  forwards. 

Lack  of  ice  for  practice  after  this  game  took  the  edge  off  the  team, 
and  against  Hotchkiss,  although  a  good  part  of  the  game  was  played 
in  Hotchkiss  territory,  our  passing  attack  would  not  function. 

In  the  last  game,  Deerfield  scored  first,  fought  to  protect  that  lead, 
and  after  we  had  tied  the  game,  played  defensive  hockey  to  earn  the 
tie.  Again  the  Choate  attack  was  not  smooth,  although  the  Deerfield 
goalie  was  forced  to  make  numerous  hard  saves. 

Easily  the  outstanding  member  of  the  team,  Captain  Ayres,  playing 
a  rugged  game,  both  at  defense  early  in  the  season  and  at  center  later  on, 
was  the  high  scorer,  the  play-maker,  and  above  all  else  a  real  captain. 
Captain-elect  Bill  Remsen,  runner-up  to  Ayres  in  scoring,  played  a 
constantly  improving  game  at  left  wing.  Bob  Comfort  teamed  nicely 
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with  these  two  on  the  first  line.  Stan  Priddy  was  a  tower  of  strength 
on  defense  and  proved  an  offensive  threat,  also.  In  goal  Bill  Gardner 
gave  a  good  account  of  himself,  improving  steadily  as  the  season  pro- 
gressed. The  rest  of  the  team  played  well  and  improved  steadily.  Bob 
Chew  was  a  grand  defensive  wing.  Hoyt's  hard  shot  was  a  constant 
threat  to  the  opposition.  Allan  Priddy  came  through  nicely,  especially 
in  setting  up  the  play  that  gave  us  the  tie  with  Decrfield.  Dick  Remsen, 
although  hampered  by  an  injury  suffered  at  Northwood,  did  a  capable 
job  at  defense.  Barr  showed  lots  of  gameness  and  played  well,  especially 
at  Kent.  Goldsmith,  by  his  spirit  and  willingness  to  work,  helped 
greatly  in  making  the  team  what  it  was — a  fine  group  of  boys,  hard 
workers,  and  clean  sportsmen.

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REVIEW  OF  THE  1938  WRESTLING  SEASON 

Co-captained  by  Tom  Fuller  and  Dave  Hunter,  the  team  made  for 
itself  an  enviable  record,  winning  every  match  except  its  traditional 
meeting  with  the  Yale  Freshmen.  There  was  a  strong  nucleus  of  veteran 
lettermen  to  begin  with,  Brewer  at  126  pounds,  Hunter  at  135,  and 
Fuller  at  145,  while  men  with  a  year  or  more  of  experience  were  avail- 
able to  fill  the  openings  in  the  other  weights.  Brown  won  a  regular 
position  at  1 18  pounds;  W.  Niewenhous  and  Weil  shared  the  155  class; 
Jack  Fabian  wrestled  at  165;  Knight  at  175,  and  J.  Nash  was  the 
heavyweight,  while  Ted  Niewenhous  substituted  effectively  on  two 
occasions  for  Hunter. 

In  the  opening  meet  against  Wesleyan  Freshmen,  Choate  scored  im- 
pressively by  falls  in  seven  out  of  eight  bouts.  Next,  in  an  unofficial 
encounter  with  the  Springfield  Freshman  squad,  a  group  of  ten  Blue 
and  Gold  wrestlers  took  on  eighteen  or  twenty  opponents  in  a  series 
of  short,  informal  bouts  and  demonstrated  superior  skill  against  green 
but  rugged  opponents.  Fuller  made  the  most  impressive  showing  in 
throwing  three  different  rivals. 

Against  an  improved  Loomis  team,  Choate  won  victory  by  piling 
up  an  impressive  lead  in  the  early  bouts,  while  Loomis  gained  con- 
solation with  its  triumphs  in  the  heavier  weights.  The  cancellation  of 
the  Taft  meet  was  a  disappointment,  since  it  has  always  been  a  high- 
light of  the  season. 

This  year  the  spirit  ran  particularly  high  for  the  Yale  Freshman 
meet.  Choate  had  hopes  for  a  victory  and  went  out  to  win.  The 
wrestling  was  keen  and  fast,  and  even  closer  than  the  final  score  would 
indicate.  But  Choate's  early  lead  was  wiped  out  as  the  college  yearlings 
asserted  their  superiority  in  the  middle  and  heavier  weights  after  a  series 
of  exciting  bouts. 

The  final  meet  with  Lawrenceville  provided  a  happy  and  thrilling 
climax  to  the  season.  The  Laurentians  brought  an  undefeated  team  to 
Wallingford  and  Choate  won  only  after  a  very  close  struggle.  Each 
team  won  four  bouts,  but  the  Blue  and  Gold  earned  a  winning  margin 
by  virtue  of  three  falls — scored  very  appropriately  by  the  two  co-cap- 
tains and  by  Nash  in  the  heavyweight  class,  who  clinched  the  meet 
dramatically  as  he  threw  his  man  in  the  closing  minutes  of  an  even 
battle.

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REVIEW  OF  THE   1938  BASKETBALL  SEASON 

The  basketball  season  with  eight  victories  and  three  defeats  might 
appear  on  the  black  side  of  the  ledger,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  team, 
in  view  of  the  personnel,  should  have  gone  through  the  season  unde- 
feated, with  the  possible  exception  of  the  Lawrenceville  game. 

Post-season  speculation  is  dangerous  at  best,  but  the  report  is  given 
thus  only  because  it  rested  thus  in  the  minds  of  the  players  at  the  close 
of  the  season.  With  Captain  Lee  (who  had  scored  29  of  the  50  points 
against  Deerfield  to  end  the  previous  season) ,  Charlie  Spreyer,  Nick 
Gilbert,  Dick  Davis,  Ted  Wilken,  and  Dick  Yates,  all  of  whom  had 
contributed  heavily  to  the  excellent  football  season,  the  outlook  seemed 
more  than  ordinarily  auspicious. 

Because  it  was  impossible  to  get  a  combination  of  five  men  together 
for  the  first  few  weeks,  team-work  and  normal  team  development  suf- 
fered, but  by  hard  work  and  determination  the  team  managed  to  come 
through  the  early  season  successfully  until  the  Yale  game.  Even  here, 
leading  until  the  last  minute  of  play,  we  realized  we  should  have  won 
had  we  not  thrown  the  ball  to  Yale's  possession  when  it  was  un- 
necessary. 

To  further  justify  those  expectations,  and  in  proof  of  the  team's 
ability,  every  man,  including  one  substitute,  was  high  scorer  in  one 
game  or  another,  and  it  was  not  until  the  last  game  that  the  team  "had 
its  eyes"  simultaneously.  Reasons  for  this  team's  failure  to  reach  heights 
constantly  lay  in  the  fact  that  the  early  season  opposition  was  below 
par,  absences  for  one  reason  or  another  prevented  real  team  coordination, 
and  basketball  to  a  group  of  football  men  always  seems  a  bit  of  a  let- 
down until  after  midseason.  Under  pressure  from  opponents,  the 
School,  which  has  little  interest  in  the  game,  and  the  coach,  this  un- 
questionably would  have  been  the  best  basketball  team  since  the  last 
championship  combination.

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REVIEW  OF  THE  1937  BASEBALL  SEASON 

Judged  on  the  basis  of  wins  and  losses,  the  1937  season  can  hardly 
be  termed  successful.  The  loss  of  several  veterans  left  gigantic  gaps 
which  had  to  be  filled  by  inexperienced  players.  Inconsistent  perform- 
ances were  to  be  expected  in  the  early  season,  but  in  later  games  Choate 
gained  momentum,  finishing  the  season  in  a  tie  with  Hotchkiss  for 
second  place  in  the  Connecticut  Preparatory  School  League. 

Meehan,  as  last  year,  supplied  the  strongest  batting  punch  with 
a  .415  average.  He  was  followed  in  order  by  Gamble,  Captain 
Dorc,  Ayres,  R.  Remsen,  and  Spreyer  in  the  .300  class.  The  team 
power  was  not  consistent,  yet  it  was  checked  only  by  such  reputable 
pitchers  as  Steve  and  Joe  Wood  of  Hopkins  Grammar  and  Deerfield, 
and  Hoysradt  of  Berkshire.  Choate  bats  rang  against  Pomfret,  Taft, 
Kent,  Loomis,  Yale  Freshmen,  and  Westminster,  however. 

The  team  was  strongest  defensively  with  Ayres  on  the  mound. 
Wilkes  and  Hogan  also  turned  in  some  creditable  performances.  Starting 
from  scratch  in  the  cage,  with  little  or  no  previous  experience,  the 
development  of  all  the  pitchers  was  truly  commendable.  Meehan  did 
the  bulk  of  the  catching  in  excellent  style,  and  he  was  ably  supplemented 
by  Gamble.  The  infield,  with  the  exception  of  Spreyer,  was  young  and 
untrained,  and  showed  marked  progress  during  the  season.  Of  the 
infielders,  Nearing  alone  is  lost  by  graduation,  and  Spreyer,  Wilken, 
Parry,  R.  Remsen,  R.  Comfort,  and  S.  Priddy  remain. 

Captain  Dore,  playing  under  the  handicap  of  a  knee  not  fully 
mended,  was  outstanding  in  the  outfield.  He  was  a  real  leader,  and  his 
fighting  spirit,  as  well  as  his  capable  playing,  were  real  factors  in  the 
team's  progress.  J.  Neal  and  R.  Davis  were  dependable  outfielders,  and 
fast  base-runners. 

With  seven  returning  lettermen,  and  thirteen  squad  veterans,  the 
outlook  for  1938  is  considerably  brighter.

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REVIEW  OF  THE   1937  TRACK  SEASON 

At  the  end  of  the  preliminary  winter  training  season,  prospects  for 
the  1937  track  team  were  only  fair;  but  at  that  time  no  one  could  have 
foreseen  the  remarkable  competitive  temperament  that  the  team  as  a 
whole  was  to  develop.  In  every  meet  during  the  outdoor  season  over  half 
the  members  of  the  squad  produced  better  performances  than  they  had 
before,  either  in  practice  or  competition.  To  this  fact  the  success  of  the 
team  was  due.  Choate  lost  only  one  dual  meet  during  the  year,  won 
the  annual  Triangular  contest  with  Loomis  and  Taft,  and  placed  first 
in  the  Amherst  Interscholastic  Meet. 

The  outdoor  season  opened  on  April  24  with  a  73-31  victory  over 
Hopkins  Grammar  School.  Choate  won  first  place  in  every  event  except 
the  shot,  and  we  scored  clean  sweeps  in  the  440  and  the  pole  vault. 

On  May  1  Choate  met  its  only  defeat  of  the  year  at  the  hands  of  a 
very  good  Roxbury  team.  Roxbury  scored  nine  first  places  to  our  five 
and  were  definitely  superior  in  the  weight  events. 

The  Triangular  Meet  was  held  at  Wallingford;  and  Choate,  for  the 
first  time  in  three  years,  scored  a  decisive  victory  over  both  Taft  and 
Loomis.  The  final  score  was  Choate,  49;  Loomis,  41  J/?  ;  Taft,  3  8 J/?  . 
In  this  meet  four  records  were  broken,  three  of  them  by  Choate  men. 
Goddard  set  up  a  new  mile  mark  of  4:44.5,  and  Dorn  lowered  both 
the  high  and  low  hurdles  records. 

On  May  15  Deerfield  was  defeated  by  a  score  of  72-45.  Choate  was 
definitely  superior  in  all  but  the  middle  distance  events;  the  pole  vaulters 
scored  another  clean  sweep. 

The  last  and  most  exciting  dual  meet  of  the  season  was  won  from 
the  Springfield  Freshmen  on  May  22.  The  final  score,  69-62,  suggests 
how  evenly  matched  the  two  teams  were;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  meet 
was  not  decided  until  the  last  two  events  had  been  completed.  Another 
clean  sweep  by  the  pole  vaulters  finally  gave  us  our  slender  lead. 

On  May  30  the  team  went  to  Amherst  to  compete  with  some  twenty 
other  schools  in  the  Amherst  Interscholastics.  Here  Choate  scored  a 
splendid  victory,  coming  from  behind  in  the  last  events  to  win  first 
place.  The  team's  competitive  spirit  was  much  in  evidence,  and  the 
point  scorers  deserve  hearty  congratulations  for  making  this  the  fitting 
ending  of  a  fine  season.

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REVIEW  OF  THE  193  7  TENNIS  SEASON 

Choatc  was  undefeated  in  all  meets  during  the  season  of  1937.  The 
team  played  a  very  stiff  schedule  of  seven  matches,  climaxing  the  season 
with  the  fifth  consecutive  victory  at  the  Manursing  Island  Interscholastic 
Tournament  held  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  school  year. 

The  season  opened  on  May  1,  at  Kent,  where  Choate  won  by  the 
score  of  8-1.  The  Yale  Freshman  team  came  here  for  the  next  match 
on  May  5,  and  Choate  again  won,  7-2.  On  May  8,  the  team  traveled 
to  Lawrenceville  to  score  a  splendid  victory,  8-1.  The  Dartmouth  Fresh- 
men were  defeated  on  May  13,  on  our  own  courts,  9-0.  On  Parents' 
Day,  May  15,  the  team  from  Exeter  came  here,  and  again  the  Blue  and 
Gold  won,  8-1.  The  first  matches  ever  played  against  Phillips  Academy 
occurred  on  May  22,  at  Andover,  Choate  defeating  their  strong  team 
8-1.  Our  last  match,  on  May  26,  was  played  on  the  home  courts  against 
Deerfield,  Choate's  final  victory  of  the  season  being  a  9-0  score. 

The  Yale  Interscholastic  Tournament  was  resumed  after  a  lapse  of 
years  on  May  31  and  June  1.  Choate  entered  a  team  and  came  through 
to  play  the  finals  between  Captain  Low  and  our  No.  2  player,  Daniels. 
Low  won  the  tournament  with  a  6-2,  6-4,  6-1  victory. 

The  annual  Manursing  Island  Interscholastic  Tournament,  held  at 
Rye  the  week  after  the  Board  Examinations,  brought  out  one  of  the 
strongest  fields  in  the  five  years  of  the  tournament.  Twenty-six  schools 
with  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  players  were  entered,  providing  the 
closest  competition  the  tournament  has  yet  produced.  After  a  week  of 
thrilling  play,  Choate  came  into  the  finals  of  both  the  singles  and 
doubles:  Captain  Low  winning  the  former,  and  with  his  partner, 
Daniels,  the  latter,  bringing  the  Milbank  Trophy  once  more  to  the 
School.

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REVIEW  OF  THE   1937  GOLF  SEASON 

Winning  five  matches  of  an  eight-game  schedule  for  1937,  the 
Choate  golf  team  showed  decided  improvement  over  the  1936  team 
which  won  three  and  lost  three  games.  Although  Co-Captain  Davis 
was  unable  to  play  for  most  of  the  season  because  of  illness,  the  team 
won  two  matches  at  9-0  and  6-0  and  easily  overcame  Hotchkiss 
7J/2'lkz-  The  only  one-sided  defeat  was  at  the  hands  of  a  superior 
Lawrenceville  team  which  gained  a  9-0  victory  at  Lawrenceville. 

In  the  first  game  of  the  season,  held  with  Hamdcn  High  away  on 
April  28,  the  Blue  and  Gold  linksmen  outplayed  their  opponents  in 
every  field  to  make  a  clean  sweep  of  the  match  by  the  score  of  6-0. 

On  May  4,  the  Yale  Freshmen  defeated  Choate  6-3  at  New  Haven. 
Co-Captain  Chauncey  Page,  playing  number  1  for  the  losers,  ended 
up  only  one  down  to  Meister,  who  was  low  amateur  in  the  True 
Temper  Tournament  the  year  before. 

Lawrenceville  scored  the  team's  second  defeat  of  the  year,  with  a 
9-0  win  at  New  Jersey  on  May  8;  but  on  May  1  1  the  Blue  and  Gold 
won  all  but  one  match  and  halved  a  foursome  game  to  defeat  a  six-man 
Hotchkiss  team  on  the  Wallingford  links  by  the  score  of  lx/i  -1J4- 

Choate's  third  victory  of  the  season  came  on  May  13  when  the  team 
overcame  the  Dartmouth  Freshmen  six  here  5  J/2 -3  J/2  ;  and  in  a  return 
encounter  with  Hamden  High  the  squad  again  triumphed,  this  time 
by  a  9-0  score. 

The  Blue  and  Gold  found  easy  victory  against  Taft,  winning  6-3 
on  May  22  at  Watertown.  The  year's  last  match  was  played  with

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REVIEW  OF  THE   1937  SOCCER  SEASON 

Nine  years  ago  witnessed  the  first  soccer  season  at  Choate,  a  rather 
curtailed  season  of  four  days,  for  three  of  which  we  were  undefeated, 
and  on  the  fourth  of  which  we  played  Taft  for  our  only  outside 
game.  Since  those  days,  soccer  has  shown  a  slow  but  steady  growth  in 
interest,  in  numbers  of  those  playing,  and  in  calibre  of  play.  For  some 
years  past  the  squad  has  been  large  enough  to  split  into  a  first  and 
second  team  as  well  as  league  teams.  We  have  gradually  enlarged  our 
schedules,  and  there  have  been  some  seasons  in  which  our  measure  of 
success  was  considerable.  But  we  have  never  yet  had  an  undefeated 
season,  although  this  year's  team  came  the  closest  to  any  such  record, 
being  unbeaten  in  school  competition. 

Four  lettermen  returning  did  not  seem  much  to  build  on,  but  they 
were  all  in  the  forward  line,  which  gave  us  an  experienced  attack,  and 
we  had  good  backs  coming  on  from  last  year's  second  team.  The  ex- 
cellence of  any  soccer  team,  however,  is  in  great  part  measured  by  the 
half-back  line;  and,  but  for  three  new  men  who  filled  in  at  these 
positions  most  satisfactorily,  the  season  might  well  have  turned  out 
differently. 

But  no  one  could  feel  that  this  defeat  was  a  disgrace,  and  the  team 
came  back  strong  to  turn  back  Central  High  without  difficulty.  Then 
we  could  look  forward  to  the  final  game  with  Taft.  Taft  had  tied  Yale, 
which  fact  only  spurred  the  team  on  to  its  finest  efforts.  It  was  as  well 
played  a  soccer  game  as  any  Choate  team  has  ever  put  on,  with  an 
unexpected  goal  from  near  mid-field  in  the  second  period,  giving  us  the 
break  which  we  needed  to  sweep  on  to  an  impressive  victory.  So  ended 
our  season,  as  different  in  every  respect  from  that  of  nine  years  ago  as 
were  the  respective  concluding  games.

Goddard,  Hunter,  Hardie,  Lemkuhl,  all  with  previous  running  experi- 
ence, and  aided  by  Hall  and  O'Brien,  completed  a  successful  season, 
winning  two  out  of  three  meets.  Captain  Goddard  was  again  out- 
standing. He  placed  first  in  every  meet,  not  challenged  by  any  com- 
petitor during  the  season,  and  ran  strongly  and  consistently,  turning 
in  the  times  of  10:47,  10:48.2  and  10:47.4  for  the  two  mile  and  a 
tenth  course.  Goddard  was  ably  supported  by  Hunter,  Hardie  and 
Lemkuhl.  These  fellows  finished  in  second,  third  and  fourth  positions 
in  back  of  their  captain  in  two  of  the  three  meets.  The  season's  record 
was  a  loss  to  the  Bristol  High  School,  Bristol  23,  Choate  32;  a  win 
over  Central  High  School,  Central  High  35,  Choate  20;  and  in  the 
final  meet  of  the  season,  a  victory  over  a  team  from  the  Middletown 
High  School,  Middletown  High  34,  Choate  21.

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REVIEW  OF  THE  1938  FENCING  SEASON 

Out  of  a  total  of  six  meets,  the  1938  fencing  team  won  but  two. 
These,  as  it  chanced,  were  both  Connecticut  Interscholastic  Fencing 
League  meets;  and.  although  the  percentages  arc  not  available  at  this 
writing,  the  team  was  left  with  a  better  league  standing  than  the  full 
season's  showing  would  indicate. 

The  team  was  most  fortunate  in  having  at  its  command  two  reliable 
veterans:  Plate  in  epee,  and  Captain  De  Sousa  in  sabre.  Plate's  brilliant 
record  was  somewhat  marred  by  misfortune  in  the  final  two  meets,  but 
remains  an  extremely  creditable  one  none  the  less.  He  was  unquestion- 
ably the  most  gifted  man  on  the  team.  De  Sousa,  after  essaying  foil  in 
the  first  meet,  returned  to  his  own  weapon,  the  sabre,  and  thereafter 
did  splendidly.  A  third  veteran,  and  next  year's  captain,  M.  Johnson, 
made  a  good  showing  with  a  score  of  66^  of  his  bouts  won.  Of  the 
new  material  on  the  team,  Greene,  with  the  sabre,  showed  greatest 
promise  and  achieved  a  score  of  55%.  If  we  consider  that  he  had  never 
fenced  at  all  before  this  year,  his  record  is  impressive.

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REVIEW  OF  THE  1938  SQUASH  RACQUETS 

SEASON 

The  Squash  Racquets  team  went  through  a  difficult  schedule  of  eight 
matches  with  five  wins  and  three  losses.  The  lettermen  available  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season  were  Captain  Hunt,  Wilkes,  G.  Easley,  and 
R.  Wilson.  To  this  strong  nucleus  were  added  H.  Edwards  and  Mercer. 

The  team  as  a  whole  showed  great  improvement  during  the  season, 
and  the  play  in  general  became  faster  as  the  season  went  on.  Individually 
the  progress  of  Edwards  and  Mercer  stood  out.  Edwards  rose  from 
number  four  to  number  one  position  on  the  team,  and  topped  it  off  by 
beating  out  Hunt  in  the  tournament  for  the  Princeton  Placque,  which 
Hunt  had  won  the  previous  year.  Of  the  eight  matches  played,  Edwards 
won  seven  and  lost  only  one.  Mercer  rose  to  number  four  position  on 
the  team  and  did  a  good  job  filling  the  vacancy  caused  when  Wilson 
was  ill.  Wilkes  also  turned  in  a  fine  record  for  the  season  by  winning 
six  of  his  eight  matches. 

On  the  whole  the  Squash  Racquets  season  has  been  most  successful, 
with  considerable  interest  shown  among  those  who  played.  Three 
ladders  were  run  all  during  the  season,  and  the  standard  of  play  im- 
proved steadily  through  the  squad.
